SUN SPOTS AND STORMS,.

[From the Loujsville Courier-Journal.]
‘There is reason for believing that the
violent storms of this year, the unnsual
electric disturbances, are.due lo the ap-
proach of the maximum period of the
solar spots. The telescopic observations
of the past few months have revealed a
great sggregation of spots ol enormous
dimensions upon the photosphere ot the
sun. These spots have been observed
to attain their maximom about every
elevén years. We are now nearing the
maximum, >
As a matter of {act, astronomers have
yet to ascertain a great many facts about
the sun belore they can be very positive
a8 1o the causps and nature of the scowls
upon the sun’s face. ‘I'hat there Iz a
coincidence between the sun spot. maxi-
mum period and magnetic disturbances
on the earth, is a Iact which has been
added to the positive lacts ol science,
and there 18 an apparent coincidence ol
the sun-spot maximum .with epidemics,
althongh that point is in dispute. How
the spots are formed is yet a matter ol
conjecture.

Yet, while we are amazed at the sta-
pendous distance and forces at work
our own Solar system, we may remem-
ber that our sun, our earth and all the
other orbs ol our system are plunging
through spuce at Lhe rate ol forty-four
miies a second in the direction of the
constellation. Hercules, or, more accu-
rately speaking, to a point in the celes-
tial world situated on the right line
which joios the two stars pi and mu, m
*eremu.] at a quarter ol the apparent
thstance of these stars reckoned irom pi.
In ¢ther words our system 18 in rapid
motion around an invisible focus. Cen-
turies irom now astronomers may de-
tect remotely the light ol that cemiral
sphere ot light, of which our mighty
aun is but the attendant, the little center
ol one systemn among millions, perhaps
which are revolving around the great
central san into whose presence we
seew to be hastening. With reference
to the theory connecting the sun-spot
maximum with terrestrial epldemic, we
are not disposed to attach very great
importanes to it. The yellow lever for
instnnce, plagued the North and South
American continents severely in 1878,
the year of sun-spot maximum, and the
famine in Indis was due demonstrably
to misgovernmeut aud the lack of irri-
gation works. Itis true that the great
European pestilences have occurred in
years ol sun-spot maxima. Those who
advocate the theory do wot succeed very
well in giving it a substantial basis.
They predicted universal cholera epi-
demiecs for the present sun-spot maxl-
mum, but there is as yet a lack of veri-
tication. 1t can only be concluded that
since solar aclivily increases, the heat
and electrical activity of the earth and
disturbs our almospnere generally, sach
disturbance producing long hot, dry
spells and other uninvorable conditions,
it is possible for pestilences to be engen-

dered throngh the years ol san-spot
maxima.

Speaking of the suu, Humbolt
said: ** At 1imes its aclion is manitested
guietly and silently through chemical
affinities and determines the various
phenomena ol life—in plants by Lthe en-
dosmose or inward Lransmission ol mat-
ter through the cellular membranes;
with animals, in the lissue or nervous
fibers; at other times il causes eleciric
discharges in the almosphere—wauler-
spouts, hurricanes. ‘The luminous
waves do not act on the substance ot
bodies alone, but are also in mysterious
relation with the inward man, with the
more or less guickening action ol his
faculties.”” During these periods of
great disturbance hke the prescot, me-
talic vapors in vast elouds are flung from
fifty to one huudred thousund miles out
In space. The spots have been acea
rately photographed, and photographs
of the sun are made more than eightecn
inches in dianteter, with every detail of
the photospheric structure shown.
